A poet (of sorts) -- moved by 
the beauty of a stately tree he 
Saw growing, wrote: 

“Poems are made by fools 
like me, 

But only God can make atree,”’ 

It’s not hard to feel rather 
insignificant in comparison to 
the towering and expansive beauty 
of a large tree as you gaze up in 
wonder at its beauty, The Willis 
Griffiths on Third Avenue in Up- 


land have enjoyed their ‘‘huge’ 
Live Oak tree for some 45 years, 
“Its large branches spread over 
on the neighbor’s property, but 
they don’t seem to mind, The 
tree’s gotten to be a well known 
and well loved favorite now,’’ 
said Leslie Griffith, 

Ms, Griffith said the unusual 
oak tree was already five years 
old when they moved into the 
house in 1927, Unfortunately, 





she’s misplaced an old picture 
of the tree when it was a mere 
12 feet high, The house had a 
couple previous owners, but Ms, 
Griffith said a ‘‘Major Potts’, 
who owned orange and lemon 
groves all over the immediate 
area is said to have planted the 
oak originally, 

There aren’t any other Live 
Oak trees in the immediate area 
and Ms, Griffith said they’re 
scarce in Upland, 

Milton Fisher, a painter who 
was painting the outside of the 
Griffiths’ house, was so impres- 
sed by the huge tree at the pri- 
vate residence that he measured 
its girth (17 feet wide) and even 
rook the effort to tell the Upland 
News about it, 

Ms, Griffith said they’d tried 
planting other fruit trees in the 
backyard, but had to eventually 
take out all of them because 
the Oak kept growing out over 
the others and choking them out, 
After 50 years of unhampered 
growth, Ms, Griffith decided the 
tree needed a “haircut” and had 
it pruned a bit last year, a 
can notice the difference, butit s 
starting to grow back now,” she 
Saic, - bo 

In these days of “too much 
concrete it’s nice to know that 
such a magnificant creature still 


rows freely and beautifully-- 
for all generations to see and 
enjoy.

for the service with private firms 
comes up,

sue has been before the Upland 
City Council for some months 
and was finally settled in favor 
“of continuing with the city’s 
present program,” at the last 
meeting Nov, 20, 

Three representatives from 
private refuse collection firms 
who submitted bids testified at 
an earlier council meeting, David

ing, the council turned down a re- 
quest from San Bernardino Coun- 
ty Department of Parks and Rec- 
reation to establish and maintain 
a bike ‘‘stop-station’’ north of 
the city Himits on Canyon Road 
near the Upland Ranger Station, 
Councilman George Gibson said; 


Philip White 
Dies In Upland 


Philip B, White, of 2461 Mesa 
Terrace in Upland, who was 
a widely known resident and long- 
time Upland citrus grower and 
landowner died last Saturday at 
Upland Convalescent Home aftez 
a short illness, 

A native of Missouri, White 
first came to California in 1908 
when he and his brother invested 
in land in Imperial Valley, In 
1935, White and his wife Harriett 
moved to Upland where he began 
investing in citrus groves and 
other real estate, 

One of his earliest subdivisions 
was a 20-acre plot on the North- 
west corner of 7th St,, and Euc- 
lid Ave,, in Upland, (Also known 
as Philip Park.) 

He was also responsbile for 
arranging the purchase of the 
Armstrong experimental citrus 
grove extending south from 25th 
St., to what is now Mountain Ave.,, 
along Mesa Terrace, This area 
later became part of San Antonio 
Heights, This grove was bought 
in 1947 and several years latex 
work commenced in subdividing 
the acreage for its present eleven 
homes, the first one to be the 
home of the Whites, 

A member of St, Mark’s Epis- 
ocpal Churchin Upland, he served 
on its Vestry, and as | reasurer 
for 15 years, and for several 
years was treasurer of the Chaf- 
fey Communities Cultural Cen- 
ter on 18th St., and once at 5t, 
Mark’s Church, 

White attended Washington Un- 
iversity where he received his 
B.A, degree and following grad- 
uation in law entered private 
practice in St, Louis before com- 
ing out to California, He wasa 
member of Phi Delta Theta col- 
legiate fraternity and Phi Delta 
Phi, legal fraternity, and a for- 
mer member of the University 
Club of Claremont, 

White is survived by his wi- 
dow, Harriett; two daughters, 
Betty White and Eugenia Bascom, 
both of Kansas City, Mo,, a si8- 
ter, Ms, Lucile Rutledge of Mich- 
igan and four grandchildren, 








‘We objected to the regional 
bikeway plan and #o it wouldn’t 
be right to approve this stop- 
station now,”” 

On Nov, 6 the extensive plan 
for a Regional Bikeways System 
to run county-wide and connect 
regional parks came before the 
council for the first time, Clty 
Manager Elwin ‘“‘Pinky’’ Alder 
said the city Police Department 
had indicated they could not sup- 
port the plan and recommended 
against it because of the bicycle 
traffic it would bring to city 
atreets, 

Councilman John McCarthy 
said the Auto Club had not advo- 
eated bicycle routes on <ity 
streets when the city receftly 
had a previous request to e8- 
tablish them, He pointed out that 
the city could be Liable if a bie 
cycle rider was injured on a city 
atreet, 

Mayor Abner Haldeman said 
he was not in favor of the plan 
because of the liability aspect, 
He felt there should be separate 
bicycle trails as in Europe and 
suggested that bikeways could be 
planned in conjunction with new 
parks or the riders could ‘‘rough 
it,’” The council decided that no 
action would be taken on accept- 


ing or rejecting the Regional 
Bikeways Plan without further 
study, 


Etchagon, representing Inland 
Sanitation Co,, said that the mat- 
ter should be referred to come 
mittee for further study aince the 
specificationa provided were not 
as clear as they could have been, 
Ralph Toufkanian, represented 
Western Refuse Hauling, stated 
that his company provides refuse 
collection for the City of Chino 
and, also, has extensive experi- 
ence in recycling, Bernie Nash, 
president of C-V Disposal Co,, 
stated that his company provides 
refuse collection for nine cities 
including Norco and Corona, He 
said he was uncertain about the 
city’s specifications also, 

At the Nov, 6 counell meeting 
it was decided that the matter 
ought to be referred to the Water 
and Sewer Committee for further 
atudy and recommendation, 
Councilman Harold Ballin also 
requested that a comparison on 
refuse collections should be made 
with other cithes, He al@o ree 
quested a comparison with the 
city of Chino, which currently 
has private refuse collection, 

Councilman Max Hawking, 
chairman of the Water and Sewer 
Committee, presented a three- 
page report on hia committee’s 
findings at the last meeting, 

The report revealed that only 
two proposals by private firme 
(C.V, Disposal of Corona and 
Western Refuse Hauling of Car- 
Bon) met all five items requested, 
(including rate achedulea, method 
of transferfing city employees 
to contractor’a payroll, offer for 
city’s equipment now being used 
in the collection program, bile 
ling-collection and follow-up on 
complainta by contractor), Two 
proposals requested that the city 
continue with ite billing and col~ 
lection service and one proposal 
didn’t include any offers for city 
mobile equipment, Another proe 
posal offered an extremely low 
figure for purchase of the city 
equipment, 

The report revealed that ‘‘each 
of the two proposals offered rates 
that would provide approximately 
a $1,600 a month saving to the 
accounts in the city,” 


Truck Route Controversy 
Still Rolling In Upland 


Several spokesmen at the #pec- 
ial public hearing called Nov, 8 
regarding rerouting truck routes 
in the city indicated that irate 
residents ‘“‘weren’t adequately 
notified about the hearing and 
could have packed the Council 
Chambers again,”’ 

The hearing was in actuality a 
formal replay of discussion con- 
cerning the trucking routes prob- 
lems for the State Division of 
Highways in Sacramento, The 
Council voted to reaffirm its paat 
action concerning an ordinance 
that truck traffic be routed down 
Campus Avenue from 19th St., 
to 16th St., then west to Euclid 
Ave,, and downto Foothill Bivd, 

At the last City Council meete 
ing James Gutman, a 16th 5St,, 


resident, presented a petition 
against the present truck routin 
system signed by numerous 16t 
St. residents, He said; ‘It’s un- 
fair to residents, We can live 
with a certain amount of trucks 
but we shouldn’t have to accept 
all the trucks on that one route,”’ 

Although a tape recording was 
made of the special hearing the 
Council voted not to submit it to 
the Highway Department because 
it was incomplete, City Manager 
Elwin “‘Pinky’® Alder reported 
that he was preparing a written 
report on the trucking problem 
and its history in the city and 
would bring it before the council 
for review at the next meeting 
before submitting it to the State 
Highway Department,

Rat-a-tat-tat, bang-bang the 
days of the cobbler and his benc 
and the handicraft maker and his 
tools are back on the scene again, 
Gone are the days that mass-pro- 
duced “factory goods” are in 
style and back are the days of the 
handmade, one-of-a-kind type of 
artifacts, jewelery and leather 
goods, 


Although the leather fad has 


_ been in vogue several years now, 


it seems to have gone through 
quite a variety of phases--hand- 
made leather sandais and hand- 
bags have been popular (and usu- 
ally outrageously expensive) for 


years; then wide leather watch 
bands became the “‘in” craze 
along with braded leather neck 


bands and head bands, Lately, the 
typical California looking hand- 
tooled, decorative leather purses 
and belts are to be found at Art 
Fairs and little speciality shops 
along the coast and in every “‘ar- 
ty’’ nook around, 

Martin Rothschild, 7226 Garnet 
in Alta Loma is a leathercrafter 
now and has managed to comfor- 
tably support himself and his wife 
for the past six months at his new 
skill. ‘‘My friend Jack across the 
street has worked with leather for 
years and wanted to sell his tools 
so I bought him out and got started 
myself,’’ Rothschild said, 

‘| dig people and listening to 
people’s comments about the pur- 
ses and belts | make,”’ he con- 
tinued, “It’s really flattering to 
have people lavishly compliment 


something I’ve created,” 

He spends nearly every Sunday 
from very early dawn (like one or 
two a.m.) “‘camped out” on the 
lawn next to Griswolds Restau- 
ram on Foothill Blvd. in Clare- 
mont -- waitin’ until the weekly 
Art Fair gets underway, Roths- 
child explained that camping out 
is the only real way to reserve 
a select spot, and even then ““peo- 
ple try and crowd me out,”” he ex- 
plained, The Art Fair is his main 
source of revenue although he’ll 
make purses, key chains, belts 

ccetra on special request for 

anyone who orders something, 
He said he averages about $250,00 
in sales every Sunday at the Art 
Fair, but during this Christmas 
shopping season he’s in hopes of 
increasing his profits considerae 
bly. 

Six months or so ago Roths- 
child was ‘‘into” jewelery craft- 
ing which he sold at Macgis dress 
shops and at Campbell’s Gift Shop 
in Cucamonga’s Sunrize Center-- 
he was “‘asked to leave’’ the Art 
Fair because the jewelery wasn’t 
made totally by hand from 
scratch, He promised the Art 
Fair staff and himself that “‘he’d 
be back’’ with some original 
works of art -- and was welcomed 
back when he began pursemaking 
by hand, es must be done 
completely by hand in leather - 
working also), 

Rothschild is going to Chaffey 
College and studying business 
part time and some day hopes to 
become a purchasing agent for 


unusual shops specializing in 
handmade artifacts. He volun- 
teers to teach different student 
groups the craft of using tools to 
imprint leather, braiding handles 
and stitching parts together; also 
dying the leather, 

His wife Shelia is artistic and 
is talented at drawing clipper 
ships on purses which Rothschild 
later cuts into the leather and an- 
tiques. He plans to call his leath- 
erwork shop ‘‘Together Leather” 
by Maroco (Martin Rothschild 
Company) one day. He said he’s 
gotten quite a reputation for 
his “‘ship purses” among art cir- 
cles at the Claremont Fair and 
likes to try his hand at different 
pastoral scenes as well as the 
more traditional flower and geo- 
metric designs (made by combi- 
nations of designs on the metal 
tools), 

Although the Art Fair features 
metal sculputre, decoupage, ma- 
crame and most of the popular 
forms of mod arts and crafts to- 
day, leather goods are “by far”’ 
the best sellers according to 
Rothschild, He and 5-6 other lea- 
thercrafters are great pals and 
get together to decide on set pri- 
ces -- $6,00 for belts and $15- 
20 for purses, 

A distinct advantage of buying 
from Rothschild is that you can 
have any belt you see tailored to 
fit and hove a variety of buckles 
to choose from -- also, he'll 
gladly handcarve personal initi- 
als or special flower combin- 
ations or scenes upon request,

The New York Historical So-

bir by nature,”’ 

| his glorious exhibition serves 
as an elegy to those birds that 


have become extinct, such as the 


yreat auk, the Carolina parakeet,

and the passenger pigeon, and a 
plea for those that remain, in- 
cluding the endangered whooping 
crane, the bald eagle, and the 
California condor, 

In his colorful five-volume 
‘Ornithological Biography,”’ al- 
so an invaluable legacy, Audubon 
wrote that as a boy he ‘“‘felt an 
intimacy with nature bordering 
on frenzy,”* This sense of inti- 
macy was perhaps responsible 
for his premonition that the na- 
tural world was in only a temp- 
rary state of abundance, He 
knew he was working against 
time, 

In protesting the killing of the 
Eastern kingbird and “‘the pen- 
sive oppressed Crow of our coun- 
try” he even revealed a nascent 
ecological awareness, writing of 
the latrer: ‘““The Crow devours 
myriads of grubs every day of 
the year, that might lay waste 





the farmer’s fields; it destroys 
quadrupeds innumerable, every 
one of which is an enemy to his 
poultry and his flocks, Why then 
should the farmer be 80 ungrate- 
ful... asto persecute that friend 
even to the death?” 

Edward H. Dwight 
writes in one of his 
captions in the 19066 
American Heritage 
publication of the Au- 
dubon original: 
“‘When studying a spe- 
cies he might shoot as 
many as a hundred 
birds in a single day, 
but he was quick to 
condemn wanton de- 


tz uction,”’

A perfectionist, Audubon need- 
ed a number of variants of a spec- 
ies to ensure accuracy, and in- 
sisted on working from ‘“‘life’’ 
whenever possible rather than 
stuffed specimens or skins, His 
method was to kill the bird, wire 
it to a firm base, and draw it 
life-size from an eye-level posi- 
tion, 

Audubon came late to his voe 
cation, Born in Haiti of French 
parents in 1785, he spent his 
youth in France before emigrat- 
ing to America, A romantic fig- 
ure with great appeal for the 
ladies, his interests were in the 
arts and nature, but the exigen- 
cies of survival drove him into 
a commercial career that he pur- 
sued until he was 35, 

Then his business irterests 
failed and he found himself free, 
by virtue of having no other fi- 
nancial recourse, to indulge his 


penchant for the wilderness, 
“Reader, although you may think 
it strange, | candidly assure you 
that I have experienced a thou- 
sand times more pleasure while 
looking at the Purple Gallinule 
flirting its tail while gaily mov-~ 
ing over the broad leaves of the 
water lily, than | have ever done 
while silently sitting in the cor- 
ner of a crowded apartment, gaz- 
ing on the flutrerings of gaudy 
fans and the wavings of flowing 
plumes...” 

In short, he made his hobby 
of drawing birds a lifelong pro- 
ject. The 1820’s and 1830's 
were periods of his major active 
ity, which entailed intensive re- 
search, long journeys, and ob- 
sessive drawing and recrawing 
while his forbearing wife stayed 
behind and supported the familly, 
The breakthrough came when Au- 
dubon finally found a publisher 
for “‘Birds,”’ Robert Havell Jr., 
of England, who brought out ap- 
proximately 200 folio editions, 

Audubon’s early drawings in 
pastel and pencil were atiff pro- 
files, But as his skill developed 
he began to realize his dream 
of depicting birds in drarnatic 
poses: “’.,, seizing their prey, 
feeding their young, or fighting 
their enemies,’ Watercolor be- 
came his principal medium, often 
mixed with others 
to achieve more 
precise effects, 

The clarity of 
the color, line 
and composition 
of his works im- 
bues them with a 
dynamism and vi- 
tality that recalls 
Chinese and 
Japanese  paint- 
ing, But there 
is a unique lyricism in Audubon’s 
art that seers to flow directly 
from his remarkable understand- 


ing of birda, 

While he sometimes drew a 
bird in a peculiar pose for a 
scientific reason, such as# the 
need to expose the underside of 
a wing, there wae always a deeper 
reason behind the selection, He 
chose the pose and the habitat 
that were most characteristic, 
that best evoked the bird's per- 
sonality, and gave birds a “*hu- 
man’’ dimension without lapsing 
into sentimental anthropomorph- 
ism, 

Whether he portrayed a bird 
as comical, fierce, noble, or 
serene, the one quality that eman- 
ates consistently from his painte 
ing is dignity, Audubon loved, 
admired, and respected his birds 
and never tired of singing their 
praises, His favorite was the 
wood thrush, with “‘ita wild notes 
in the forest,’’ but he delivered 
especially enthusiastic eulogies 
to those birds that were, like 
himself, clever at the art of sure 
vival, 

Commenting on the bizarre 
practice of the cowbird, which 
lays its eggs in the nest of an- 
other species, usurping the resi- 
dent ones, he affirmed, ““This is 
a mystery to me; nevertheless 
my belief in the wisdom of nature 
is not staggered by it,” 

Perhaps the moat tellingtestl- 


mony of his esteem isa his des- 
cription of the humble brown 
booby: ‘‘l am unable to find a 
good reason for those who have 
chosen to call these birds boobe 
jes, Authors, it ls true, genere 
ally represent them as extremely 
stupid, but to me the word is 
utterly inapplicable to any bird 
with which | am acquainted, The 
Woodcock, too, 18 sald to be stu- 
pid, as are many other birda; 
but my opinion, founded ah 
extensive observation, Is, that lt 
ia only when birds of any species 
are unacquainted with man, that 
they manifest that kind of ignor- 
ance or innocence which he calle 
stupidity, and by which they suf- 
fer themselves to be imposed 
upon, A little acquaintance with 
him soon enables them to pere 
ceive enough of his character to 
keep them aloof,”’
